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GRATUITOUS ERRORS.

It is well known 
that secretly he was opposed to the coup d etat, and endea-

|“ THAT IT WAS NOT NECESSARY FOR His OBJECT.” He 
‘tended that the President who had been elected by so large 
a majority, not through the influence of the Government of 
the day and its officials,—for that was necessarily all thrown 
into the scale of his opponent,—but by the force of his name 
in Franee, “ would obtain all he wanted without the odium 
“which must necessarily attach to so violent a meazure.” 
The same remark is strikingly applicable to almost every 
objectionable act of Louis Napoleon’s down to the present 
time, 

Never had an aspirant to a throne an easier task, ora 
clearer field. Every other claimant had either voluntarily 
abdicated, or tacitly acquiesced in the repudiation of his pre- 
tensions. The old legitimate family of the Bourbons had 
soucht a last asylum in England at the Revolution of IS30. 
Louis Philippe, who succeeded, though not without suspicion 
of complicity in the downfall of his predecessor, had be- 
trayed, and his family had abandoned, France in a moment 
of great difficulty and danger. On the memorable night of 
February, when the Commander of Paris, with his troops 
drawn up on the Boulevards, could have extinguished the 
Revolution which had only just been kindled in the streets 
of Paris in a few minutes after receiving an order from the 
Civil authorities to act; at the moment when (Guizot had 
resigned, and Molé had not accepted, office ; when the King 
was without a Minister, Louis Philippe deliberately declined 
the responsibility of saving France.

THE FINANCIAL EMBARRASSMENT OF CANADA. 
Onr of the most serious dangers to which young States are 
exposed, and especially those which boast of democratic insti- 
tutions, is, the facility of creating public debt.

The Proclamation, while wisely framed so as not to 
create extravagant expectations or commit the Government 
to aspecial policy on particular questions, is at the same 
time sufficiently definite to show the general tenour of our 
future policy in respect to that part of our administration 
about which the natives of India might be expected _ 
more especially anxious. There can be little doubt that i

THE REPEAL OF THE CORN LAWS AND THE 
FRENCH GOVERNMENT. 
Tue declining price of corn, and the tendency which is 
already shown in some quarters to complain, have given a 
significance and an interest to the queries recently issued by 
the French Government as to the effects produced by the 
repeal of the Corn Laws, which at any other time they would 
10t have had. As has been the case with the * shipping 
“interest,” it is not difficult to foresce that we shall have 
some faint attempts to raise discussions again about the 
price of grain, and the influence of free trade. Most of the 
important questions put by the French Government have 
already been answered by Mr Grey, of Dilston. Mr Grey 
is not only a large farmer himself, but he has also been for 
many years the agent for the extensive estates in Northum- 
berland belonging to Greenwich Hospital. Besides this, Mr 
Grey has acquired in one of our best agricultural counties, a 
high reputation for sound judgment and extensive knowledge, 
as respects both the management of property and the culti- 
| vation of land; and we will venture to say, that throughout 
the border counties on both sides of the Tweed there is 1M 
| one whose opinion in such matters would have greater weight 
with landlords, as well as with tenants. There were, how- 
ever, some points of statistical detail on which, as we are re- 
minded byea correspondent, Mr Grey acknowledged he had 
not the means of supplying exact information. It is chiefly 
| with the view of filling iese blanks, and of supporting Mr 
| Grey’s views in other respects, by a more detailed reference 
to official facts, that we are induced again to recur to this 
subject. 

Among other things which the French Government is de- 
sirous to ascertain, is the effect which the repeal of restric- 
tions upon the importation of grain has had on the 
annual amount of our supplies from abroad. In a coun- 
try where ample supplies are thought to be of so 
much importance to the content and peace of society, 
as to induce the Government to resort to the extraordinary 
scheme of compulsory stocks in reserve equal to three months’ 
consumption, this is no doubt an important question. In 


|, order to secure uniform abundance of the first article of 


food for the great masses of a peo} le, it may be worth while 

to run some risk of dissatisfying a class, though it is a some- 
, what large one. But it isa point upon which it is natural 

that the French Government should wish to feel sure. 

Generally, the repeal of our Corn Laws is dated from 1846, 
This, however, involves a slight error. It is true the Act 
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passed in 1846, but it did not take effect till three years 
afterwards, that is, till the spring of 1849. In the mean. 
time, however, the old sliding-seale, which had been modified 
in 1842, was again modified in 1846 for the three years of 
grace then given to the farmers. Dating the ultimate repeal 
of the Corn Laws from 1849, we have had nine years of a 
perfectly free trade. ‘The most satisfactory manner, then, in 
which we can show the operation of the new system, so far 
as increased supplies are concerned, is to compare the quan- 
tities imported in each of the nine years which have elapsed 


since the repeal of the old law, with the quantities imported | 


in each of the preceding nine years. ‘That comparison will 
be as follows, the quantities including grain of all kinds, and 


flour and meal converted into an equivalent of grain in order |

while the average annual imports during the succeeding nine 
years have reached no less a quantity than 8,880,449 qrs: 
—and in this comparison it is necessary to observe an im- 


portant fact in favour of the former of the two periods, | 


viz., that the average is increased by about 1,500,000 qrs, | 
by the large importations in the last two years, in conse- 
quence of the Irish famine and the potato blight, and under 


the modified seale of duties of 1846, Again, it is not a ques- | 


tion of doubt that the crops during the last nine years have 
been considerably more abundant, as well as more equal, 
than during the preceding nine years. 

But if both by means of foreign importation and home- 
crowth the supplies have been so much increased, the next 
question which naturally excites the interest of the French 
Government in determining upon a future policy, and our- | 
selves in judging of a past policy, is the effeet which has 
been produced upon prices. Here, again, the best way of | 
arriving at a fair conclusion is to take the average prices of

of wheat during the nine years preceding the repeal of the 
Corn Laws was 57s 3d the quarter, including the two years | 
ot famine, it was 54s 5d during the nine years which sue- 
ceeded, or less by 2s 10d the quarter :—that while the aver- | 
age price of barley was 53s 4d the quarter during the for- 
mer period, it has been 32s 5d during the latter period, or 
less by 11d the quarter ;—and lastly, that while the average | 
price of oats was 22s 5d during the first nine years, it 
has been 22s the quarter during the last nine years, or 5d 
the quarter less :—so that, notwithstanding the larger crops 
at home, and the double quantity imported, the reduction 
of prices to the producer has only been upon wheat 2s 10d | 
the quarter, upon barley 1ld_ the quarter, and upon oats 
od the quarter.

“increased of both corn and butcher's meat. The price of 
“corn has been moderate, and generally free from much 
* fluctuation, while the wages of the working classes have 
‘* been good, and their employ ment has been ste: ady ; so that 
“ they have been able to procure meat as well as 
‘although the former has generally ruled at rather a high 
“price. It is an undoubted fact that the lower classes in 
“ this country live now much better than they used to do, 
* owing to the good wages they obtain, and the zeneral im- 
* provement in their condition.” Such is the testimon y of 
Mr Grey as to the effect which has been produced on the 
condition of the labouring classes. It is not difficult to see 
in what way the interest of the farmer is promoted by such 
general improvement. 

But the French Government is anxious also to know what 
effect has been produced upon the landlord class. “ Have 
* farm rents been lowered or elevated?” This is an inter- 
esting question inmany ways; and there fortunately exists 
the means of answering it with tolerable aceur: ae y- In 

1848, the last year be fore the repeal of the Corn Laws. the 
rental of land assessed to the property tax in Great 
Britain amounted to 46,718,399/. In 1857 it amounted to 
47,109,113. But this is not all. It must be borne in mind 
that the qué untity of land is undergoing a constant diminu- 
tion, owing to its application for building purposes, for roads, 
streets, and railways. In 1848 the whole rental of mes- 
suages of every description was 42,314,000/ :—in 1857 it had

GAME-PRESERVINC 
GAME-PRESERVING and some of its consequences aa of late 
been brought most prominently before th le public, by the occurrence 
of several “affrays between poachers and game-presetvers, where 
life has been lost, and the most desperate ferocity displayed. We 
do not enter into the painful details of these cases. In one instance, 
three game-keepers were shot, and two, we believe, have died. 
In another a poacher was shot and otherwise injured in a fierce 
struggle with a keeper. Again, in Cheshire, a game-watcher was 
shot. by poachers; and in another part of the country a game- 
keeper has been shot in some dispute arising out of game, by the 
occupying tenant of the farm on which the disaster took place. 
In the first case the affray was commenced by one of the game- 
keepers shooting a dog belonging to the poachers, who at once 
turned their guns upon the keepers, w with too deadly effect. The 
second seems to have arisen from a gamekeeper attempting to take 
away from a man—probably a known poacher—a gun he was 
carrying along a public highway. ‘The third was a night 
affray in the preserve; and the farmer's case appears to have 
arisen out of some prior irritation which had existed between the 
owner of the crops and the watchers of the game reserved by the 
owner of the land. 

We make no further comment on those cases, which must of 
course become objects of criminal investigation and trial, than to 
say, that there is nothing in this well-peopled and civilised 
country which produces these periodical outbreaks of buman 
ferocity, and such bloody acts of outrage, save the attack and 
defence of game preserves. Well might one of the witnesses be- 
fore the Committee of Inquiry into the Game Laws object to game 
preservation, because “‘ it set man against man, fighting like tigers.” 

Morally, game-preserving is not justifiable. It is nonsense to 
say that owners of land have aright to rear wild animals, and that 
such animals ought to be regarded as property equally sacred as 
the property in domestic animals. It is impossible that game 
animals can be, and they are not, so regarded, as is cbvious from 
the existence of that stringent code, the game laws, required for 
their protection. But itis not so much in their moral aspects that it 
falis within our province to regard game-preserving and the game 
laws as in their economical aspects, and we have cursorily referred 
to the moral, and, perhaps, high view of the subject, that it might 
not be supposed to have been overlooked.

Tue “ Dublin University Magazine” for this month opens with 
an article upon the correspondence between Colonel Edwardes, Mr 
McLeod, and Sir John Lawrence. The reviewer cordially agrees 
in the temperate, far-seeing, and more truly Christian, though 
apparently less zealous, views of Sir John Lawrence, on all subjects 
of difference in the correspondence. In one sole point are we 
inclined to differ from both;—the advisability of establish- 
ing classes for religious instruction in the Government schools. 
We have already in these columns endeavoured to show that the 
most probable result of such a plan will be, that what is now well 
done by the missionary in his own private character, without ill- 
will or suspicion, will be done not so well, and with suspicion, in 
the Government schools. ‘The difficulty,” says the reviewer, 
‘is to find persons competent and willing to give religious instruc- 
tion. Mr McLeod suggests that Bible-classes should be formed 
only in those Government schools where a chaplain or some other 
Christian and devout person, rative or European, might be found 
to undertake the teaching.” Thus, where there is at present no 
religious instruction, the Government will not afford it, but will 
simply take into its own hands the fruits of voluntary labour, at 
the risk of attachingtothem the distrust, hypocriay, or indifferentism 
that is so likely toattend upon a governmental teaching of religion 
in a country like India. 

‘** The Statistics of [rish Prosperity” form the subject of a very 
interesting paper.

The succeeding explanatory account 
must, we should think, prove satisfactory and consoling to even 
the most timid and self-distrustful keeper of the household 
accounts. ‘Tothis article may be added, under the same head, one 
on ‘Charities for Women,” the first of a series on this subject, 
which describes an endowment for aged women and young girls, 
founded at Preston, in Shropshire, by Lady Catherine Herbert, 
the widow of the grandson of Lord Herbert of Cherbury.
